P until the Fifth Annual Assembly, Jan- 

uary 10, 1910, the Church of God had 
made no arrangements for a paper through 
which to publish its doctrine. Many had by this time begun to 
realize the need of such a periodical and this realization caused 
the appointment of a committee to ascertain whether or not 
the infant organization was able to finance such an undertak- 
ing. This committee was not very long in deciding, reporting 
very favorably, and recommended that a publishing 
committee be appointed to begin at once a publica- 
tion. A. J. Tomlinson, M. S. Lemons, F. J. Lee, T. L. 
McLain, Sam C. Perry, A. J. Lawson, and George T. 
Brouayer were appointed as the first publishing com- 
mittee to get out a Church paper. Only one of this 
committee, however, is with us to tell the story of 
its procedure. This one is T. L. McLain, and he and 
wife became the first paid-up subscribers to the 
Church of God Evangel. 

The committee immediately went to work and by 
March 1, 1910, had the first issue of the paper ready. 
It was named ‘The Evening Light and Church of 
God Evangel.” Rev. and Mrs. W. F. Bryant, who are 
charter members of the Church of God, were also 
subscribers to the first issue of the Evangel, and 
Brother Bryant helped to wrap the first issue and take 
it fo the post office. 

Brother McLain was also a contributor to the first 
Evangel, having an article, ““The Latter Rain,” in it. 
This first issue also contained an article from R. M. 
Evans, the first recognized missionary of the Church 
of God, who was stationed at Nassau, New Provi- 
dence, Bahama Islands. 

After one year of publication the name of the paper 
was changed from “The Evening Light and Church of God 
Evangel” to “The Church of God Evangel” and has had that 
name since that time. By January, 1912, the subscription list 
had climbed to 2,135 subscribers, by 1915 to 5,000 subscribers, 
thus the official organ of the Church of God grew until it has 
come to the enviable position it occupies today. 
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Looking Back- 
ward 


UR cover page this week shows a picture 
story of the growth of the Church of 
God publishing interest. The first printing plant was located 
at 2524 Gaut Street in the city of Cleveland. The building was 
a one-story structure, 20x30, and was erected at a cost of 
$327.31. The plant, however, was not owned, at that time, by 
the Church, but a yearly rental was paid for its use. The ma-

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chinery, or some of it, most of which had been donated, be- 
longed to the Church, yet the paper was printed on contract. 

In the year 1917 the Church purchased more machinery and 
opened a plant of its own, using its own church help. It was set 
up in the same building on Gaut Street, which building was 
rented, the building, however was too small and had to be en- 
larged so an addition at the back of the old building, 20x30, 
and two-stories high, was built. It was in that year, 1917, that 
the Church undertook the printing of its own Sunday School 
literature, which has been a continued business with the pub- 
lishing interest, and has grown to very large proportions. 

in the year 1918 another addition was built onto the house 
used by the publishing plant, at a cost of $883.57, and in 1919 
a third addition, at the rear, a three-story annex, 37x50, was 
elected at a cost of $4,463.90. Sometime during the year of 
1918 or 1919 the Church took over this building, purchased 
other machinery, and at the end of 1919, after two years had 
elapsed since a report was given, on account of no Assembly 
inl918 (because of a flu epidemic), the Assembly received a 
very satisfactory report from the publisher. By 1922 the pub- 
lishing house fixtures were valued at $37,794.00 and a gross 
business that year of $32,220.00 was done. 

In the years 1934 and 1935, while E. C. Clark was Editor and 
Publisher, the Church built the large, new building that we oc- 
cupy today. This building was built at an initial cost of 
$26,590.39.

had never been a separate office, Editor and Publisher, created, 
but at the Assembly of 1922 a provision was made for an Editor 
who was to have charge of all the publications of the Church 
and J. S. Llewellyn was chosen to fill that position. He served 
in that capacity until 1927. There were several things insti- 
tuted by him in the Church of God Publishing that will be long 
remembered, among them the institution of a regular hour of 
prayer. 

The Assembly of 1927 chose a publishing committee and 
made it its duty to hire an Editor and Publisher. This com- 
mittee chose $. W. Latimer. The selection was placed before the 
Assembly and ratified. He served only one year at that time 
as he was elected as General Overseer upon the death of F. J. 
Lee, and the Publishing Interest Committee chase, in his stead,

Answer: The com- 
mon doctrine is that 
Christ was crucified 
on Friday and that He 
rose early on Sunday 
morning. Many theo- 
logians, however, do 
not agree with this. 
It is true that the day 
upon which Christ 
was crucified was the 
preparation for the 
Sabbath, but John 19: 
31 says, “For that sabbath day was a 
high day,” which shows that it was not 
an ordinary sabbath. It was the prepara- 
tion for the passover and the passover 
sabbath did not always come on the last 
day of the week but on different days. 
According to this, Christ could have been 
crucified on Wednesday and been in the 
tomb Wednesday night, Thursday, Thurs- 
day night, Friday, Friday night, and Sat- 
urday, and been raised from the dead Sat- 
urday evening after sundown, which 
would have been the dawn of a new Jew- 
ish day. 

In John 20:1 Mary Magdalene came to 
the tomb early on the first day of the 
week while it was yet dark. The stone was 
rolled away and Jesus was gone. Matt. 28: 
1 says, “In the end of the sabbath, as it 
began to dawn toward the first day of 
the week.” The sabbath ended at sundown 
and the first day of the week began. The 
2nd verse says, “And, behold, there was 
a great earthquake: for the angel of the 
Lord descended from heaven, and came 
and rolled back the stone from the door, 
and sat upon it.” And this is the condi- 
tion the womcn found the tomb in. Just 
how long it had been that way is not 
known. It is very probable that Christ 
was crucified on Wednesday and placed 
in the tomb that evening, and that He 
was resurrected right after sundown on 
Saturday, which was the beginning of 
the first day of the week. There is, how- 
ever, no material difference as far as our 
salvation is concerned, whether He arose 
on Saturday or Sunday, or whether He 
was crucified on Wednesday or Friday.

In the year 1929, on November 16, in 
the little town of Electra, Texas, where 
we were pastoring at that time, after 
much worry and prayer about financial 
conditions, God began to deal with my 
heart to organize the ladies and go to 
work. After speaking to some of the sis- 
ters about it, they heartily agreed with 
me that it would be the thing to do. We 
set a day to meet and sixteen were pres- 
ent. We read some scriptures, had prayer, 
then organized what is now known as the 
L .W. W. B. Well, it isn’t bad to find a 
name for it after reading the 35th chapter 
of Exodus. 

We organized our band into two 
groups, the Red and Blue, with a group 
captain over each group also secretary and 
treasurer, I being the president. The 
groups met different places once a weck. 
I met with the Reds one week and the 
Blues the other, one group not knowing 
what the other did. At the end of each 
month both sides met at the church and 
the group that won got the b'ue ribbon. 

Our enthusiasm spread and everybody 
seemed to have a mind to work. Now just 
work isn’t the only purpose of the L. W. 
W. B. We had a list of names of different 
ones in whose souls’ welfare we were in- 
terested. We took them one by one and 
prayed for them. We also had a list of 
names of our brethren, or anyone, who 
pledged to give so much if they got a 
job, and usually they would get some 
work that week and pay their pledge. God 
put His approval on it by a wonderful 
revival breaking out in our church. We 
didn’t have to send for an evangelist or 
advertise it, God did al! that by His pow- 
er being so great in our midst. We never 
knew from one service till the next who 
wou'd bring the message, as God used the 
laity as well as the pastor, and _ there 
warn’t much preaching after al. Some- 
times the altar call was made in the first 
song serv ce, sometimes in the praise serv- 
ice: maybe someone would preach then 
make the altar call. We'l, it was wonder- 
fu' to watch God work. I believe this re- 
vival lasted five weeks. The result was 
thirty-six fi'led with the Holy Ghost. 
Some seed fell on good ground and in 
this number we got a rea! deacon. He is 
one of the best I ever saw. We also got 
other good material for the Church, and 
they still have the victory. That’s what 
counts. 

The fire spread and the news went a!l 
over the big state of Texas. Our overseer 
at the t'me was Brother E. W. Williams. 
He made us a visit, took notice of our 
good work and caught the spirit. When 
he returned to his home in Ft. Worth they 
went to work and had wonderful results. 

Brother B. L. Hicks, at that time, was 
state overseer of Oklahoma. He and 
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MRS. S. J. WOOD, 
Founder of the L. W. W. B. 


Brother George Douglas came over to 
hold us a revival and the Willing Work- 
ers’ spirit got hold of them and they 
helped us quilt. We!l, that’s all right. 
They were like the old woman who went 
to battle and just took her walking cane. 
Someone asked, “Grandma, what are you 
doing out here?” She replied, “I am show- 
ing my colors.” Well, if there were more 
of us showing our colors, the Church 
would be in a better condition. 

The next year my husband was placed 
as state overszer of Texas and that gave 
me a good chance to organize an L. W. W. 
B. in each church. By that time I was re- 
ceiving letters from different states in- 
au‘ring about how to organize an L. W. 
W. B. In our Elders’ Counci! that con- 
vened in Cleveland, Tennessee, in the 
year 1936, this was passed on. Turn to 
page 102 of the 1939 Minutes and read 
for yourself. It might be we'l for some

Pleasant memories—indeed! As I re- 
flect on this precious people over 2,000 
miles away, my heart goes out to God in 
praise for them and the work they are 
deing in rescuing souls for His glory. It is 
pleasant to remember that lovable spirit 
cf congeniality we felt in their midst, al- 
so the amiable hospitality they extended 
to each other and to us. The balcony to 
the extreme rear of the beautiful build- 
ing was converted to sleeping quarters 
during the Assembly. They all ate at the 
union table which, I guess, was approxi- 
mately 300 fect long. They made special 
arrangements and gave us the best rooms 
they had. Brother Ruesga, his faithful 
companion and daughters were ever con- 
stantly working to serve us in the best 
way they possibly could. As you can 
imagine, during the Assembly there is al- 
ways so much to be done and everyone 
taxed to the limit of his strength it 
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seemed. Every night the services lasted 
until sometimes one or two o’clock in the 
morning. I remember how self-sacrificing 
everyone was. 

At the special night devoted to the 
young people’s service, they gave a drama 
which was most interesting and soul-stir- 
ring. Brother Ruesga at our last General 


Assembly saw and heard the drama pre- 
sented by our neople, which, though not 
understanding the words, he said he great- 
ly appreciated. Then, upon his return 
from United States and Canada, doing ail 
all the driving himself which was over 
12,000, he became very weak and was 
confined to his bed for weeks. While lying 
in bed thinking of our good program, and 
having written all the Christmas plays he 
had used for years, he wrote and dictated 
the drama which was so beautifully done 
by these talented young people. 


The drama so vividly portrayed the end 
of the age, revealing the things that will 
transpire before the coming of the Lord 
and during the tribulation until God so 
marvelously came on the scene, convic- 
tion seized the unsaved and there was 
weeping throughout all the building. The 
stage which had been representing unreal 
future things became immediately true 
realities and with tears streaming down 
their faces they cried aloud and fell to 
their knees in prayer. Some two or three 
of the characters were unsaved. One who 
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had so bitterly opposed his father for 
sometime rushed to him and threw his 
arms around his neck and begged forgive- 
ness, which the father so willingly did, 
and both went to the floor on their 
knees, and God gloriously saved this 
young man. I do not remember the num- 
ber saved, but there were several young

men and women who were _ gloriously 
saved at the close of that meeting. Oh, 
how I did wish | could understand and 
speak the Spanish language fluently. 
After the meeting the leader, National 
President of the Young People, came to 
me and through the interpreter told me 
to tell all the young people in the United 
States to pray especially that God would 
undertake for them, also for you to re- 
member that they in Mexico were praying 
earnestly for you. 

The night following the young people’s 
service there were literally hundreds, I 
feel safe in saying between four and five 
hundred, who came to the rostrum for 
prayer. Numbers of them were sincerely 
seeking God for relief from the burden of 
sin. I was especially touched by the sin- 
cerity of the mothers who would come 
with their children, some almost grown 
young men. Through the interpreter they 
would explain just what trouble they 
were in. Some showed deep sorrow and 
conviction, others you could see that sin 
held them bound. On the rostrum they

Christian Zeal 


Relative to our theme I wish to refer 
you to a text found in 2 Sam. 24:24, 
“And the King said unto Araunah, Nay; 
but I will surely buy it of thee at a price: 
neither will I offer burnt offerings unto 
the Lord my God of that which doth cost 
me nothing. So David bought the thresh- 
ing floor and the oxen for fifty shekels 
of silver.” 

The age in which we are living today 
has been referred to by many a title, some 
appropriate, others not quite so. But when 
we think of King David another title 
seems to offer itself appropriate; namely, 
“The CHEAP Age.” People the world 
over are trying to get just as much as 
they can out of the world for as little as 
possible. This principle is readily noticed 
by a glance at the action of the European 
terrorists that are trying to gain posses- 
sions by force of arms. The same spirit is 
manifested in our own country. That is 
why the depression is lasting so long; it 
is also the cause of many a sit-down 
strike. People are wanting more money 
and are wanting to work less. There may 
be exceptions of course, be that as it 
may, we wish to call your attention es- 
pecially to the workings of this spirit in 
the religious realms, where it is also per- 
haps most vividly manifested. 

Preachers that would refuse to preach 
without a guaranteed salary, will have 
the nerve to ask to be relieved from the 
Sunday morning service that they may 
spend the time in recreation, perhaps on 

a hunting or fishing trip. As long as the 
pay is received, the neglected souls that 
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may finally land in an eternal doom cause 
them very little concern. 

Others there are that would like to 
come into the church, or even get to 
heaven on ever so cheap a fare. They 
would like to be Christians, but oh! IT 
COSTS SO MUCH. They would like to 
come to God, but st'll they would like to 
hang on to their worldliness and sin. 

Matt. 15:18. The lost son had gone so 
far as to be a swine herder; but he said, 
“I wil arise and go unto my Father.” He 
made up his mind and he meant BUSI- 
NESS, business in going to his father. The 
first thing he did was to forsake hogs, 
hog pen and all. Today people would like 
to go back to Father’s house, all right, 
but they would like to take their live- 
stock with them. Rev. 21:27. Referring 
to New Jerusalem: “And there shall in no 
wise enter into it anything that defileth.” 
Here is one reason why the Church of 
God isn’t so popular; the old herd must 
be forsaken. Some time ago while helping 
in a tent meeting in a certain South Da- 
kota town, a certain church lady com- 
plained, saying, “My! it’s just awful in 
our church on Sunday mornings some- 
times, beer odors,—sme'ls like a pig pen.” 
For such a condition | can figure out no 
other reason than that the gospel wires 
have been let down and the pigs have got- 
ten in. 

Just notice this, that we cannot come 
to God in just any o!d way, for He will 
accept us in no other way than when we 
come with a deep-down desire to know 
Him and with enough holy zeal to forsake 
the sins of our wanderings. 

I am reminded of a man that once 
made the remark that the Church of God 
services are altogether too emotional and 
lively. However, I observed this same 
party persuade a certain young man under 
convict‘on during a revival service, but 
still unwilling to take a public stand by 
going to the altar, to just hurriedly kneel 
by his seat and accept Christ. Of course 
God will save a person kneeling at his 
seat but that man that is ashamed to 
kneel at the altar with the people of God 
is not likely to get saved any other 
place. Take for instance, Zacchaeus, he 
was short of stature and could not see Je- 
sus, but he had the zeal to get by that, 





and we find out that he climbed the tree. 
While on the other hand, the rich and in- 
tellectual ruler turned away in sorrow, 
because he didn’t have that necessary de- 
sire to come to God that would cause him 
to forsake the world. 

Also, our zeal is not to end when we 
come to God. Here again many a soul has 
failed. Perhaps most of us have observed 
those that have come to God in great zeal 
and excitement, but that also has been the 
beginning of the end of the Christian 
zeal. The doctrine of eternal security has 
become a popular issue in the rea!ms of 
religion today, which is to say, Once a 
child of God always a child of God. “Let 
him that thinketh he standeth take heed 
lest he fall.’ “As ye have received the 
Lord so walk ye in Him.” Col. 2:6. If it 
took sincerity and zeal in coming to 
Christ, it is only reasonable to admit that 
it will take no less to abide in Him. 

In Rom. 12:11 we are exhorted to be 
“fervent in the Spirit, serving the Lord.” 
So whatever our lot might be in the serv- 
ice of the King, let us do it with a ferv- 
ent zeal as unto the Lord. Now it is sad 
but true, that there are those who profess 
Christianity, and have become so limited 
that they bar everything of accomplish- 
ment from the Master’s service. But I 
can conceive the will of God as nothing 
else than that He expects nothing less 
than the best from His servant; whether 
he be pastor, pianist or church janitor. 

Space forb'ds a further enlargement of 
the subject, but in closing Ill submit this 
illustration. During my last year in the 
Cleveland B. T. S., I worked on week- 
ends in one of the local grocery stores. 
Nearly every Saturday our store was 
crowded with customers and all hands 
were kept busy. The very next door was 
also a grocery store, and I noticed many 
times while passing by on my way to 
lunch, that our store was crowded while 
the other was practically empty. I set 
out to determine the reason for this con- 
trast, and the results were that I took into 
consideration, first of all, our manager 
was a man “not slothful in business.” He 
was a real manager. Then the clerks were 
advised to, and expected to, and did stay 
on the job. I also had several occasions to

The allies are creating a huge army in 
Egypt, on a very strategic route to Pal- 
estine. They think the army is there to 
protect the allied interests in the Balkan 
countries and Turkey. Let God’s people 
remember that a very great and decisive 
battle is to be fought by the armies of the 
Antichrist and the armies of heaven, It 
is my well-considered opinion that the 
hand of our God is causing that army 
to be placed where it is.

He then made an 
alliance with the communists, and is to- 
day their friend and ally. Dictatorships are 
being formed because it is through them 
that the Antichrist moves. The spirit of 
Antichrist is dominating the political sit- 
uation in the world today. As I see it, 
when the various dictators have dragged 
their countries into deeper chaos and mire, 
then the Antichrist will appear in person 
and they will surrender their authority 
into his hands. God help the man or wom- 
an who will sin against the light of heav- 
en, reject Christ and go into that terrible 
time of oppression. 


How do Church of God people accept 
the following: A certain preacher in 
Charlotte, N. C., said this: “Were Jesus 
Christ to come in person to Charlotte to- 
day to evaluate our religion by things He 
sees in our city, I rejoice to think He 
would find much to commend. Our two 
splendid hospitals, for instance, now be- 
ing erected, offering as they do better 
facilities for healing; our Christian doc- 
tors sharing their arts with our poor—I 
believe He would say ‘inasmuch as they 
are ministering to these of mine, they arc 
ministering to me.’” Just another effort 
to make it appear that the physicians are 
carrying out His command to “heal the 
sick.” I actually had a D. D. of another 
faith to tell me that in those days they 
mixed their oil with different roots, 
herbs and medicines. They would ano‘nt 
with one oil for one disease and another 
oil for another disease. Just any way in 
the world to “depart from the faith.” 


Dr. Frank Kingdom, President of 
Newark University, recently said: “To- 
night the air is tremulous with the hum of 
machines flying over cities with a dread- 
ful freightage of sudden death. The ears 
of the world are turned to the guns. What 
can it mean? It means it is given to us, 
for weal or for woe, to LIVE AT THE 
END of an epoch in the world’s life. 
Make no mistake. It is not only war, but 
a world-wide upheaval of our institutions 
that we are seeing.” God’s people already 
know that. The old order, or Gentile dis- 
pensation, is now in its death struggles. 
The new order cometh. God’s plan is 


working and His program is on the 
march, 


NEWSWEEK tells of another new re- 
ligion. They are known as Beha’i; what- 
ever that is. They have, in America, 
2,500 members. It is based on the fact 
that in 1844 a Persian youth declared he 
was the forerunner of a new prophet sent 
from God. In due time the prophet came. 
His principal business seems to be to live 
in Persian luxury. They believe “9” is 
the perfect number. They have 88 
churches in this country. They consider 
their prophet, Baha’u’llah to be a divine 
manifestation in this age as was Moses, 
Jesus, and other spiritual leaders. One 
thing in this changing world that re- 
mains the same, apparently, is the gullibil- 
ity of the people. They are ready to be- 
lieve any thing; whether it makes sense is 
a secondary matter. If they keep going 
their 2,500 will multiply into great num- 
bers. Sure, “Giving heed to seducing 
spirits and doctrines of devils.” 


The press is giving some attention these 
days to the question of godlessness in the 
public schools. They are bemoaning what 
they term “‘spiritual illiteracy.” The 
schools, they say, have no prayers, no 
Bible readings, nothing to direct the 
child to spiritual standards. Churchmen 
have suggested that the school authori- 
ties give the children one hour off each 
week that they might be taught spiritual 


* things in their own churches. It is im- 


practical, they say, to allow it to be 
done in classrooms. The Catholics would 
be offended, the Jews would be offended, 
Christian Scientists would be offended, 
if the wrong interpretation were placed 
on the Scriptures. What then, is the an- 
swer? God’s man had it a long time ago. 
TRAIN UP A CHILD. There it is, plain 
and simple. Too many times they are 
merely raised and not TRAINED. 

Last week the Japanese people cele- 
brated the birthday of their emperor 
whom they profoundly believe to be a 
god. He is said to be the 124th descen- 
dant of the sun. Hundreds of years B. C., 
the Japs believe, the emperor’s ancestor 
was the god of the sun.

Nassau, N. P., Bahama Islands 
February 1, 1910 
Dear Brother Tomlinson: 

I am indeed thankful that the Assem- 
bly unanimously decided to publish a 
Pentecostal paper, devoted to the interests 
of the Church of God, and I hasten, if 
perchance [ may be able 
to greet the brethren and 
sisters in the name of our 
great pastor and coming 
King in the first issue, 
according to your kind 
invitation. 

‘ We landed at Nassau 

R. M. Evans on the 4th of last month, 
and immediately hunted up Brother and 
Sister Barr, who came over in November 
last. I found that they were making full 
proof of their ministry. And although the 
usual places of worship were, as a rule, 
closed to them, yet they had rented a hall, 
and were faithfully preaching all phases 
of the full gospel of Christ, including the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost, as indicated 
by the Bible sign of speaking in tongues, 
as given in the Gospel of Mark 16:17; 
John 15:26, 27; Acts 2:4; 10:46; 19: 
6, etc. And the Spirit was already moving 
upon the hearts of the people. 

We obtained a cottage and began to 
cooperate with them immediately; and 
up to the present time between fifteen 
and twenty have been converted, five 
sanctified, and about the same number 
have received the baptism with the Holy 
Ghost, with the Bible evidence of speaking 
with other tongues. This is the more re- 
markable because very few indeed of any 
church seem to know much of vital god- 
liness. 

Now we have seven places open to us 
for holding services, and invitations are 
coming in from other islands, where we 
are informed they will attend the services 
in multitudes, and in many places their 
spiritual condition is pitiable indeed. 
There are a number of open doors on the 
different islands, where the gospel can be 
preached effectually to hungry-hearted, 
English-speaking people, both white and 
colored. The harvest is indeed great, and 
the laborers are few. But let no one enter 
who is not thoroughly dead, and made 
alive in Christ Jesus, and cleansed, and 
filled with the Holy Ghost, so that he or 
she will not hesitate to get down to and 
labor for the most degraded of the 
Lord’s poor creatures. In all of my study 
of mission fields, I know of none where 
an immediate return can be more hope- 
fully looked for than on these islands. Jt 
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seems to me that the Church of God can- 
not do better for the present than to con- 
centrate its force of men and means on 
this field, if the Lord so leads. I will 
write you more fully at a later date. 

We put up our tent tomorrow, to cen- 
tinue a meeting during this month. 
Please ask the saints to pray for us. 

May the Lord guide and bless you and 
all His faithful ones, is my humble prayer 
in Jesus’ name.—Yours in love and labor 
tor Jesus, R. M. Evans.

record describes His manner of life in one 
short sentence, “He went about, doing 
good.” 

The Mosaic institution was peculiar. It 
was conservative rather than aggressive. 
It didn’t turn from the gate when one 
knocked, but it did not go out after the 
wanderer to bring him to the fold. Re- 
ligion made no decided progress even in 
Israel, except as the servants of the Lord 
made specific movements for this pur- 
pose. In times of growing declension and 
abounding wickedness, some Elijah must 
come forth to warn the wicked of their 
wicked ways. Some Nehemiah must rouse 
and lead, and pressing onward from con- 
quering to conquer, must in the name of 
the Lord of hosts achieve the victory. If 
this aspect of things strikes us in the his- 
tory of the Old Testament dispensation, 
how much more in that of the New? 

Mark how faithfully the first preachers 
of the gospel carried out their divine com- 
mission. They began as directed, at Jeru- 
salem, and having set up thousand of bul- 
warks to the power of salvation through 
the truth, they then took up the standard 
of the cross and bore it in triumph around 
the globe. They went from city to city, 
and from region to region, and every- 
where they acted aggressively. They as- 
sailed pagan superstition in all its strong- 
holds; they overturned its altars of blood; 
they cast down its false gods, calling all 
to repentance and to turn to the living 
God. It was thus that the apostles and 
their successors conquered for Christ and 
shouts of victory and songs of deliverance 
went up to heaven from a regenerated 
world. So it has ever been, and so I be- 
lieve it will continue to be to the end of 
the world. Just in proportion as the 
Church in the Spirit of Christ attempts 
spiritual aggression, missionary enter- 
prises, at home and abroad, in the same 
proportion its interests are smiled upon 
and prospered. 

If these things are so then, our main 
position is established; namely, that it is 
chiefly by the external and missionary 
movements of the Church that she is to 
maintain life and health in her own soul 
and extend the empire of pure religion 
abroad and fill the earth with the light and 
glory of God. This discussion throws light 
upon the providences of God toward the 
Church now as in the former days. He 
allows heresies, persecutions, and various 
forms of afflictions from time to time te 
invade the Church because sometimes she 
perhaps has forgotten the end for which 
He established her. What was the effect 
of the persecutions and sufferings alluded 
to in the text? The seed of God’s truth 
were widely scattered. The converts at 
Jerusalem did not even yet fully under- 
stand the gospel’s glorious mission and 
aimed to do for this great consummation, 
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their duty to give it to a lost world. 
Therefore, God suffered Satan to stir up 
the spirit of persecution and scatter them 
abroad. Their trials quickened their piety, 
their love for Christ and for souls. 
The devil would like for us to be at 
ease in Zion, and for a deep spirituai 
lethargy, like the sleep of death, to settle 
down upon the Christians and for them 
to live to themselves and care little for 
others, be selfish and worldly and make 
no advance in holiness, let sinners remain 
unreproved and unconverted, but then in 
what sense can it be affirmed of such 
professing Christians, that they are the 
salt of the earth or the light of the world? 
Do they not rather painfully verify an- 
other declaration of our Lord, “For if the 
salt hath Jost its savor, wherewith shall it 
be salted? it is henceforth good for noth- 
ing, but to be cast out and trodden un- 
der foot of men”? Let us then be warned, 
the path of individual and associated 
piety is the same. In order even to per- 
manently exist, there must be aggressive, 
holy action. The Church must not live al- 
ways in the temple or abide on the mount, 
nor even tarry at Jerusalem; she must go 
“forth as the morning, fair as the moon, 


clear as the sun, and terrible as an army 
with banners,” amid self-denial and con- 
flicts. 

The same is true of the individual 
members of the Church, and just in pro- 
portion as they resist the claims of duty 
and withdraw from all active effort for 
God, their piety withers and their useful- 
ness declines. Hence the deplorable fact, 
that in every church so many are found 
who add to the number but not at all to 
the strength or efficiency of the Church. 
They might at any time enter the church 
triumphant if peradventure the gate of 
heaven could open wide enough to admit 
them and the Church militant would not, 
in her great conflict with sin, miss their 
influence. Like the retinue of an army, 
they swell the roll, encumber the camp, 
impede the march, and in the day of bat- 
tle they only embarrass the faithful. 
When such disciples die, who will wel- 
come them to everlasting habitations? 
The story of your religious life will soon 
be written. It will be summed up chiefly 
in this, What did he prayerfully attempt 
for God, against sin and evil fought, that 
someone might find the blessing of sal- 
vation? What you have done or humbly 
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aimed to do for this great consummation 
in your own soul, in your family and 
neighborhood, in the Sunday School, in 
the church, and in the world, that will 
have a sweet remembrance on earth, and 
an everlasting memorial in heaven. Go 
forward, go up, and possess the land. Ag- 
gression means progression; progression 
means possession.
